Familie. — The State suffered very severely from famine in 
1899-1900, Eelief measures were commenced in Uctober 1899 with a 
dailj' avcrairc of 14fj000 persons receiving relief. I'lic works were 
closed in November 1900. The number on relief rose to 49,022 in 
March 1900^ exclusive of 3,787 persons in recei]>t of gratuitous 
relief. Rs. 24,10,000, inclusive of Rs. 2,77,3 tO of Tagavi, were 
expended on relief measures by the State during this famine. 

Plague. — Plague first appeared in the town of INIandvi in Septem- 
ber 1S96, and led to a severe epidemic in the following April 1897. 
The mortality has amounted to close on 17,000 persons as shown

Area. — The Cftimntcd area of 8,000 square miles remains un- 
eorrcclcd. 

Survey." — Survey operations were commenced in 1892, but have 
not been completed owing^ to the severe famines of 1899 — 1902. Up 
to the year 1898-99, 274 out of 508 villages in the Palanpor State 
had been sarveyed. The survey of 11 more villages was in progress 
when the work had to be stopped. In lladhanpor State the survey 
work was completed in 1898-99, but the new rates have not been 
introduced. 

Trade and Manufactux'e. — ^Thore is a cotton ginning factory 
at Sami. Good leather work is tunicd out at Suigam, a village near 
the Eann. The chief articles of export are rape-seed, rice, sesamum, 
and cutlery. 

Additional means of communication. — The following 
important works have been constructed since 1875 in the Superin- 
tendenc}' of Palanpur : — 

1. Scott Canal at Efidhanpur. 

2. Koad from Koh to Ambaji within the Palanpur State 

limit (74 miles).

10. Huzur office at Radhanpur. 

11. Harris Clock Tower at Radhanpur. 

12. Mrs. Scott Girls’ School at Palanpur. 

The Palanpur-Deesa Branch, joining the main line of the Rajputiina- 
Malwa Railway at Palanpur, 18 miles in length, has been working 
since 1893, and has added considerably to the prosperity of the 
Agency. The Palanpur State share of the net yearly earnings of this 
branch exceeds Rs. 10,000. The Darbar originally invested 
Rs. 1,85,000 in the undertaking. 

Famine. — The whole Agency suffered severely from the famines of 
1900-1902. Relief measures were commenced in September 1899, 
and were closed in October 1902. The highest daily average number 
of persons in receipt of relief was 92,348 in July 1900. It decreased

General. — There is .a Government stallion at Rsdhanpur and State 
stallions .at Pal.anpur and Radhanpur. There are nominally four 
hlunicipalitics at Palanpur, Deesa, Tokra and Rajpur, the latter two 
being suburbs of Deesa Cantonment under the jurisdiction of the 
Palanpur State. They are practic.ally a Department of the State to 
which .1 sanitary work is entnisted. The cost is met by an octroi duty 
eupplemcnted by contributions from the State revennes. There is no 
regularly constituted Municipality in Kadhanpuv State. But since 
1903 a municipal committee has been formed. Certain local sources 
of revenue, amounting to Rs. 2,622, have been handed over to the 
Municipality, and a monthly grant of Rs. 750 is made from the State 
treasury.

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Since the year 1897 the Viramgam-Mehsana, Ahmadabad-Parantij and 
Kalol-Vijapur branch railways have been constructed in the Agency and 
the latter has greatly developed the Pethapuiv Mansa and ' Warsoda 
Talukas. The construction of the Ahmadabad-Parantij' line was 
commenced in 1896, and the whole line from Ahmadabad to Ahmad- 
nagar was completed and opened for traffic in 1897. To connect Sadra, 
the head-quarters station of the Agency, with the railway, a partly 
metalled road from Sadra to Dabhoda and an unmetalled road from 
Sadra to Parantij have been made. The branch line from Kalol to 
Vijapur was added to Viramgam-Mehsana line by His Highness the 
Gaikwar of Baroda in June 1902. This line, though not actually 
in the Agency limits, has stations at Limbodra and Eandheja which 
serve Mahi Kantha towns of Mansa and Pethapur, Limbodra also is 
about four miles from Sadi a, the head-quarters of the Agency. 

Famine. — The whole Agency suffered from famine in 1899-1900. 
Belief measures were commenced in December 1899 and were closed in 
November 1900. The highest daily average number on relief works 
was 30,000 in July 1900, and those receiving gratuitous relief numbered 
6,000. The total amount spent during the year for famine relief 
amounted -to Es. 4,76,967. The nest year again there was scarcity, 
and the whole Agency suffered from the famine of 1901-02. The daily 
average number of relief workers was over 13,il00 in June 1902, which 
decreased to 1,200 in October. The Idar State contracted famine 
loans of Rs. 3,50,000 from Governrhent ; and the amounts borrow'ed 
by other States in the Agency was Es 3,77,780 in all. 

PlagUG. — The Agency remained free from plague up to 1901-02, 
Bavisi Thana in the Agency was first infected by plague in 1902-03. 
when 37 persons died. In all there occurred over 600 deaths up to the 
end of March 3 90^.
